In spite of cheap criticism from a few sources and in the 
face of conflicting viewpoints. the councilmen have been giv- 
ing the City of Ontario a representative government. 


Time and again the council has patiently discussed con- 
flicts in an effort to arrive at a solution which would be just 
and at the same time tempered with mercy. 


And they've succeeded. 
However. 


We do have one small criticism to make. 


We think the council could accomplish more if it were 
to hold shorter sessions more often in place of the lengthy ones 
which stretch into the wee hours of the morning. 

A case in point is last Tuesday's meeting which broke up 
shortly before 2 a.m. Wednesday. 


We realize any issue dealing with human beings can’t 
be settled by snap decision. We also realize that the council 
is perpetually faced with such issues. 


At the same time we don’t think the council can always 
rule wisely on issues when they've been tied up for six and 
seven hours in a hot stuffy chamber. 


Aiter four. five and six hours of discussion and argument 
no one’s mind or temper is at its best. 


We appreciate the public spirit of our city officials who 
give their own time, with little compensation, in council meei- 
ings. 


But we feel that a couple more council meetings a month 
would handle the situation much better. Perhaps one of them 
could be devoted solely to the handling of routine matters 
which require only a token vote of approval. 


Another could be devoted to the handling of “hot pota- 
toes’ which take longer. 
If for no other reason than to give visitors a break. 


No matter how public minded an ordinary citizen might 
be, his interest is bound to lag after four or five hours of sit- 
iing in that council chamber. 


And we've noticed a majority of empty seats in the aud- 
lence at council meetings after the first hour and a half of 
business.
